A U.S. ARMY BASE IN DUTCH GUIANA, April 21.— 
(AP)—I hed been flving at 8,000 feet for nearly two hours 
through a heavy rain turbulence. I spotted an opening in 
the clouds and started to spiral down to fly déntact beneath 
the overcast. 

At the end of the second turn there was a sudden sharp 
crack from the right wing and right engine. 

I-opened up the good engine, and then cut both throttles, 
but the ship wouldn’t come out of that spiral. 

The dive became steeper and the bank increased. 

I velled at the crew to bail out and away went Wolf (Sec- 
ond Lieutenant Edwin J. Wolf, of Philadelphia), then Wiet- 
ing (Second Lieutenant Frederick O. Wieting, of Lansing, 
Mich.), and I think Coss (Staff Sergeant Bernard R. Coss, 
of Mendota, IJl.) got out, too. 

I couldn’t see the others, but just then the ship snapped 
into a left-hand spin. All the instruments went crazy, the

WASHINGTON, April 21—(AP)—The text of the State 
Department’s statement on the execution of some of the 
American fliers who raided Japan follows: 


TEXT OF THE UNITED STATES REPLY TO THE 
JAPANESE GOVERNMENT, APRIL 12, 1943: 


The government of the United States has received the 
reply of the Japanese government conveyed under date of 
February 17, 1943, to the Swiss minister at Tokyo to the 
inquiry made by the minister on behalf of the government 
of the United States concerning the correctness of reports 
broadcast by Japanese radio stations that the Japanese 
authorities intended to try before military tribunals Amer- 
ican prisoners of war, for military operations, and to im- 
pose upon them severe penalties including even the death 
penalty. 

The Japanese government states that it has tried the 
members of the crews of American planes, who fell into 
Japanese hands after the raid on Japan on April 18 last, 
that they were sentenced to death and that, following com- 
mutation of the sentence for the larger number of them, 
the sentence of death was applied to certain of the accused. 

The government of the United States has subsequently 
been informed of the refusal of the Japanese government to 
treat the remaining American aviators as prisoners of war, 
to divulge their names, to state the sentences imposed upon 
them or to permit visits to them by the Swiss minister as 
representative of the protecting power for American in- 
terests. 

The Japanese government alleges that it has subjected 
the American aviators to this treatment because they in- 
tentionally bombed non-military installations and deliber- 
ately fired on civilians, and that the aviators admitted these 
acts. 

The government of the United States informs the Japa- 
nese government that instructions to American armed 
forces have always ordered those forces to direct their at- 
tacks upon military objectives.

LONDON, Thursday, April 22—(AP)—The British gov-. 


ernment in an extraordinary announcement said today it had 
received reports that “Hitler is making preparations for using 
poison gas against the Russian front,” and warned that such 
a development would find the British retaliating with the 
Same weapon “upon German munitions centers, seaports and 
other military objectives throughout the whole expanse of 


Germany.” 


There was a sharp note of ur-' 


gency both in the timing and meth- 
od of the warning to Germany. 
Newspapermen were summoned to 
the ministry of information after 
midnight where a _ statement is- 
sued from Prime Minister Church- 
ill’s residence at 10 Downing street 
was read to them. 
Previous Warning. 

The statement recal'ed Prime 
Minister Churchill’s previous 
warning to Germany against any 
use of poison gas against Britain's 
ally, Russia, and pointed out that 
“British resource and scale of<de- 
livery have greatly increased since 
last year’ in case the Germans 
decide to employ gas. 

The text of the statement: 

“Reports have been received 
from several sources that Hitler is 
making preparations for using 
poison gas against the Russian 
front. 

“Accordingly, his majesty’s gov 
ernment takes .an early occasion 
to renew the warning which the 
prime miunister gave last year, 
namely, that any use of poison gas 
against our Russian allies by the 
Nazis or their satellites will im 
mediately be followed by the full 
est possible use of this process of 
war upon German munitions cen- 
ters, seaports, and other military 
objectives throughout the whole 
expanse of Germany. 

“British resource and 
delivery have greatly 
since last year.

(Less than a week ago Brigadier 
General Alden H. Wiatt, acting 
deputy chief of the U. S. Army’s 
Chemical Warfare Service, pre- 
dicted in an interview at Cincin- 
nati that Germany would use gas.

Russians s Repel | 


German 


Blows 


Nazi Forces ‘Striving To 
Achieve Success at 
Any Cost. 

LONDON, Thursday April 22.— 
(P)—Soviet troops aided by air- 
men who “inflicted devastating 
losses” beat off another series of 
mass German counterattacks yes- 
terday in the northwestern Cau- 
casus near the enemy’s bridgehead 
of Novorossisk, Moscow, announced 

early today. 

The midnight communique, 
corded by the Soviet monitor, 
the Germans were “striving to 
achieve success at any cost” in the 
Kuban river valley, and also ind} 
cated the Nazis were trying to 
ferry reinforcements across. the 
Black Sea to besiegec Novorossisk. 

Soviet airmen were credited 
with sinking an enemy patrol ship, 
a transport, and two boats loaded 
with landing forces, presumably 
trying to cross from the Crimea to 
the Caucasus, 

In the land fighting the com 
munique said the Soviet airmen 
dealt a powerful blow against the 
attacking waves of German in.-

Only sporadic fighting was re 
ported elsewhere along the Rus 
sian front. West of Rostov along 
the sea of Azov Soviet artillery- 
men were said to have smashed 
an enemy artillery battery and six 
blockhouses; three German mor- 
tars and two artillery batteries 
were destroyed or silenced on the 
Smolensk front; and Russian shells 
set fire to several enemy ammuni- 
tion dumps in the Chuguev sector 
on the Donets river below Ithar- 
kov. 

For days the Germans have 
been hurling thousands of men 
and scores of tanks against Rus- 
Sian lines in the Caucasus. The 
noon bulletin yesterday said 11 
successive German charges Yailed 
to pierce one Russian-held sector. 
and the enemy lost 1,400 dead and 
a dozen-odd tanks in a single as- 
sault.

As the train sped across south- 
ern Texas this morning they con- 
tinued their conference of state.

Millions 
upon millions of those War Bond dollars are 
spent for incendiary bombs. Thousands of 
United Nations airmen regularly risk their 
lives for the sole purpose of dropping incen- 
diary bombs upon vital industrial targets in 
enemy territory. 

So far our foes have been unable to stage 
air raids over our own country. If ever they are 
able to send their bombers over American 
cities be sure they will drop many incendiary 
bombs, in the hope of starting fires that shall 
destroy residential, institutional, industrial and 
all other valuable property possible.

Cowpeas Unrationed 

Good news for southern appetites came this 
week from the Office of Price Administration. 
Cowpeas, or black-eyed peas, have been taken 
off the rationed list of comestibles. You can, 
now, consume all of this vegetable you desire 
without depleting your ration book a single 
point. 

It was noted, in the OPA order, that alter- 
nate names for the little vegetable were given, 
including “blackeyed beans.” It is extremely 
doubtful if anyone in the south would have 
known them by that name alone. 

Nevertheless, as a matter of fact, they are 
beans, and not peas. The word “bean” is a 
descriptive word denoting shape. We say a 
thing is “bean shaped.” And, the little vege- 
tables under discussion are bean shaped. There- 
fore they are beans. 

Pea, likewise, is synonymous with the shape 
of the vegetable indicated. A pea is globular, a 
bean is more ovoid. That is the difference. 

But if you want unquestioned service, it will

WASHINGTON PARADE

A SETTLED ISSUE WASHINGTON, April 21.—Unless other 


questions, now untoreseen, arise to gain 
the ascendency, we are already given a foretaste of what the issues 
in the forthcoming presidential campaign will be. 

On the assumption that Mr. Roosevelt is a candidate to succeed 

"5 ogumamae:. himself, “the paramount issue,” according to 
the opposition press, “will be the fourth term 
itself, and whether any man at all should have 
one.” 

The quoted passage is from a recent edi- 
torial in the New York News, which is a mem- 
ber of the Chicago Tribune school of journal- 
ism. No segment of the press is more hostile 
to the Roosevelt administration than these two 
publications, and we may rightfully assume that 
they will exercise some voice in selecting the 
ground on which the 1944 presidential cam- 
paign will be fought out. 

If that is the case, and the fourth term is 
projected as “the paramount issue,” we well 
may expect that Mr. Roosevelt next time will 

break all previous records by carrying all 48 states. 

There is no such thing as a fourth-term issue, except in its 
relation to issues brought into being under a third term. We did 
have a definite tradition in the country, built up over a period of 
more than a hundred years, against a president serving more than 
two terms. 

Mr. Roosevelt gave the country an opportunity to pass on this 
tradition in 1940 and it was thrown into the discard—by an over- 
whelming majority in the electoral college. 

If the country had shown any close division of «sentiment on 
the question, we reasonably might expect its echo to carry over 
In a Campaign involving a fourth trem. But the effect of the 1940 
vote was to relegate the question of a fourth term to a position of 
no greater importance than a second term. 

Hence the issue in 1944—~if the President 


THE REAL ISSUE 
runs again—will not be whether he is seek- 


ing a fourth or an indefinite term. It will rest entirely on whether 
the people are pleased or displeased with his administration. 

Any effort to give the coming campaign a fourth-term twist 
would be entirely puerile and pedantically academic. That anyone 
should seriously propose such an issue shows they are utterly lack- 
ing in political realism. 

The issue in the next campaign—again if Mr. Roosevelt runs— 
will be the President himself, and it will be completely divorced 
of any stated term implications. He will be voted up or down. 
depending on how the country reacts to his management of the 


war program. 
NO SURPRISE = Failure of the third-term issue to catch hold 

during the last campaign was a disappoint- 
ment to the Republicans, but it occasioned no surprise among 
students of our political system. Anyone who had made no more 
than a casual study of our elective processes should have been able 
to see that it would prove only a negligible factor. 

It is doubtful that more than 1 per cent of the voters who 
opposed Mr. Roosevelt in 1940 were guided by the third-term issue. 
ney were controlled by other influences. The third-term ques- 
tion was merely a catch-all phrase to define a lot of other sins 
charged to the administration.

THREE DAYS In three days of travel across Georgia there were 
the old familiar legends and sights: the old slave 

market at Louisville; Hickory Hill and Watson; Liberty Hall and 

Alex Stephens; Bob Toombs, William H. Crawford; Crawford 

Long and the discovery of anesthesia; Athens and Abraham Bald- 
win, the Connecticut Yankee who founded our 
state university, and finally Chancellor S. V. 
Sanford, who is by way of becoming a legend 
himself. 

He wore, did the chancellor, a slightly hare 
assed look such as I recall seeing on the face 
of the old woman who lived in the shoe in 
my first Mother Goose book. 

Time was when all he had to watch over 
here at Athens were some 3,800 young men 
and women seeking an education. Their activi- 
ties were usually wholesome and if an occa- 
sional one did kick up his heels it was soon 
done with. 

The chancellor’s life was not peaceful, by 
any means. He spent half his time sitting on 
the doorstep of people in Washington. It got 
so that Harold Ickes, whose book about himself 
is titled “Curmudgeon,” would flee for his life, 
shouting, “Give him a building, but don’t let 

him see me!” | 

He got the buildings, many for Athens, and a total of 78 for 
the entire University System. 

Then he has had to worry about the appropriation, and for the 
past two years he had to go through a humiliating experience of 
seeing the entire system discredited and disgraced to gratify a poli- 
tician’s desire to provide himself with a fraudulent issue. He had 
to help beat that evil and get his schools back on the lists. 

He might have been expected to have some rest after that. 
PREFLIGHT I saw him on the street yesterday in Athens and 

tapped him on the shoulder. 

“I really haven't got another building,” he said, without turn- 
ing his head. “If you will give me two or three months I will get 
one, but I haven't got one today.” 

Then he turned around. “Oh,” he said, “I thought you were 
the preflight school wanting another building.” - 

The state is going to have its University System maintained be- 
cause of the Navy Preflight and Army School there, and that will 
be another debt the state owes the chancellor, who is as brisk and 
as spry as ever even if he does resemble the old lady who lived 
in a shoe.

Americans are decent and kind and friendly. In all situations 
they are ‘‘willing to do what is right.” Behavior that seems right 
to them is necessary to their self-respect. 

Many were shocked when they learned that our fliers had come 
pleted the destruction of a Japanese armada by sinking lifeboats 
and rafts. Many still think we should wage war “like white men” 
instead of copying the merciless tactics of the Japs. They are think- 
ing, as Americans always do, with their hearts. 

Soon we must decide whether such thinking is fair to our own 
people. It is difficult to sympathize with a criminal without being 
unjust to his victims. 

When our leaders talk of “winning the peace,” they mean doing 
whatever may be necessary to keep our enemies from attacking us 
again. 

If that could be done—if lasting peace could be assured—by 
forgiving\ our enemies, and leaving them free of all restraint and 
discrimination, and co-operating with them as trusted equals in 
building a better world, our people might welcome such a settle- 
ment. All they want is absolute assurance of future peace and 
safety. 

But who will believe that our enemies, if defeated and forgiven, 
will forgive us? 

A recent book by an American who knows the Japanese warns 
us not to bomb the “wood and paper” cities of Japan, even though 
it would shorten the war, for it would cause bitterness and malice 
and a lust for revenge that never would die. , 

It is conceded that we should not purposely bomb homes and 
kill women and children, yet cities must be bombed to destroy 
legitimate “‘military objectives,” and many civilians will be killed 
by such bombings. 

No matter what we destroy, the primitive minds of the Japa- 
nese, which see no wrong in anything that benefits them and no 
right in anything that injures them, will think us barbaric and 
brutal and nurse their hatred and lust for vengeance through end- 
less generations. Japs think and plan in terms of centuries and 
never forget. 

Our exclusion act humiliated and enraged them, and they never 
forgave us. It was a chief factor in causing this war, and the Jap 
soldier’s savage delight in killing white men. | 

Defeated Japs will hate us, and we can never be secure unless 
we harden our hearts and keep them disarmed and helpless from 
now on. We must choose between the Japs and our children.
